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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
7/30/2009 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant’s arguments, with respect to the pending claims have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The previous rejection has been withdrawn. The 
amendment to the independent claims includes the limitations: wherein the first 
modulated signal is from a first transmit antenna from the plurality of antennas and 
wherein the second modulated signal is from a second transmit antenna from the 
plurality of antennas. As stated previously, the prior art combination discloses 
demodulating first and second modulated signals but the prior art does not discloses the 
signals are specifically generated in a specific antenna. Sourour discloses the RAKE 
fingers correlated the same received CDMA signal at relative time offsets corresponding 
to different multipaths. In addition, claims 10-13 and 20 recite a receiver. Though a 
receiver is claimed, specifically recited components of a transmitter are required for the 
receiver to function. Since the claimed receiver recites a specific transmitter, the signal

generated from the transmitter to a receiver and a specific receiver, the claims 
effectively recite a communication system rather than a mere receiver as recited in 
claims 10-13 and 20. For these reasons and the reasons stated in the remarks filed 
7/30/2009, claims 1-20 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed.
